should accompany the voucher therefor* In no case can actual 
reimbursement be made for any sum in excess of the amount that 
has been paid in cash or its equivalent , or for a mm in Recess 
of the commercial rates over the shortest usually travelled 
route”. (Emphasis supplied) 

It is apparent therefore that reimbursement for travel may be 
made where payment to the carrier has been made in a medium other 
than money including toe case under consideration wherein payment was 
made in the form of an equivalent of money, i.e. in services rendered.
